oM That this (elf ſame true Manhood is now in Heaven, a place 
remote from the Earth, fo circumſcribed there, that it is nat here 
upon Earth. 

We heartily without any equivocation conſent to theſe three 
Heads, contained in thoſe words ; The Hartford Quakers in their

afhrm , Pag. 10. 1x, That the body of Chriſt now in Heaven is not 
the objell of ſenſe, now what a body muſt that be, that cannot by 
any means be either ſeen, fclt or beard. z. That cannot be a true 
and real Minhood that can penetrate Wooden doors, and Stone 
walls, This is to make it fo rare, thin, ſubtile and ſpirituous, 
that the very Eſſence and nature of 'a body is deſtroyed : Air and 
Light that are the moſt (ubtile of bodies, cannot pierce doors and 
walls, but muli enter by ſome cranuyes or pores 3 but the Quakers 
at Hartford do ſuppoſe that the body of Chriſt was ſo changed that 
it came into the Diſciples through the doors or walls, clſe why 
bring they that Scripture againſt me? Fobs 10, 19, 4+ That can- 
not be a true and real Manhood that hath not a Humane ſhape, ti- 
gure and from; but the Hartford Dwakers deny this and diſpute 
againſt it, Pag.

2, The ſecond thing that is matter of the charge, viz. That 
they deny the (elf ſame- Numerical Manhood. Thus I prove it, 
It Chriſts Manhood ( as they ſay in the late Book ) cannot be ſeen 
with the bodily eye, though God do never fo ſtrengthen it; if 
immenſc, that part of it can be in every Saint, fo ſubtile and ſpi- 
rituous that it can penetrate doors and Stone walls of an houſe, it

Pen doth deſcribe what he means by the Man Chriſt Jeſus, and 
what by the Manhood, whether it is ſuch a Manhood as hath a 
Humane ſoul and body as its eſſential parts : For G. Fox in his 
great Myſtery, Pag. 286. hath theſe words, the Man may ſpeak, 
Chrift in the Male and in the Female. W. P. then in the name of all 
the Quakers, may mean ſuch a man is Jeſus Chriſt, asis in every 
Male and Female Preacher, that is nothing but the light within; 
Fox again, hath another paſſage, Pag. 71. Chriſt's natave is nat 
bumane which iz earthly ; for that is the firſt Adam's. This man 
Chrift that I. P. confeſſeth, in the name of all the Quakers, may 
be ſuch as hath no Humane nature, ſuch a man as never had a na- 


ture

ture that was of an Earthly ſubltance, ſuch a man as came not of 
Adam's race and line : but we always thought and believed that 
the Manhood was ſuch, which is Chriſts nature gs properly as his 
Divine nature. Again, nothing more obvious in our diſcourſes 
with them, than that Heaven is within them, I have heard it in 
diſcourſe with them. What doth al! this brave ſound of words in 
this Confectlion at Barbican come to? why, this is the ſum of ir, 
( when he faith, we believe the Man Chriſt to be glorified in Heaven, 
and the boly Manhood to be in beavenlyglory: ) viz. that the Light 
within being hearkened to, and obeyed, is lifted up and exalted, 
and glorified in the heart of man, I know it to be true, that Per 
hath written it in the Folio, put forth by him and Fhiteh?ad, viz. 
that 1he Light that body that was taken of the Virgin, is the Chriſt ; 
whereas we know and aſſert that it's neither the Divine nature 
alone, nor Humane alone, but both in union, that is the Chrilt of 
God: I will give one teſtimony out of Smith's Primer, Pag. 8, 
They tht are falſe Teachers preach Chriſt without, and bid the people 
beheve im bim, as be is in Heaven above : Now leſt ſome Reconciles 
as IP. P. or any other ſhould ſay that their Brother Smith meant, 
that whoever preached Chriſt without only, were falſe Teachers, 
not but that the preaching of Chriſt without, will confiſt with the 
preaching of Chriſt within: hear his own words again, Pag, 9. 
Child, This 3s a great difference in their Doftrine (ſpeaking (till of the 
true and falſe Teachers) for one to preach Chriſt witbout, and anotber 
preacherb him within. Fat, Tes is doth make a great difference, and 
bath no more fellowſhip togetber then the Eaft with the IWeſt © See how 
far they are from denying the true and real Manhood of Jeſus 
Chriſt in Heaven : he that will be decieved let him be deceived, 
by chis line you may meaſure all the reſt that followeth. 

The next thing to take off the Charge, is their own confeſſion in 
the Book, Pag. 5+ They write, We farther add and confeſs, tbat the 
ſame man, Chriſt that ſuffered, and was put rodeathin the fleſh, and 
was raiſed from the dead by the mighty Poner of God, aſcended into 
Heav:n, Gods dwelling place, aſcended botb as to change of place, and 
ſlate of glory : Is not here a very foll and plain confelſion ? Would 
not you take the Hartford Quakers more Orthodox than others of 
them ? would /not one hope that our writing againſt their Ercour, 
doth inlighten them, teach them, convince them, and that chey 
are comming near to ſome good ſettlement in the good old Truths, 
and that they will at length become Chriſtians :- but it is ſo with 


{dme that have accuſtomed themſelves to ly and cheat, they arc 
always 
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always ſuſpected by them that know them, fo'truly is it with this 
People, they have altogether loſt their credit and reputation with 
many, as in this matter, in that we have fo frequeutly caught them 
jugling, equivocating, quibling, cogging the Dice, that we can 
no more truſt them : they have ſaid much here, more then ever [ 
read in any of their books, we would be glad if they werereal, but

be aſunder, why then, when they ſay the (ame man aſcended into 
Heaven, they mean nothing but that Globe which we call the 
Earth : that Heaven they call Gods dwelling place, but they mean 
the hearts of Men 3 he changed not his ſtate only, but place at his 
aſcenſion ; but that change of place was ſuch, you muſt know, 
that notwithſtanding he was here on Earth as to his Manhood, for 
his ſoul was in the Saints : we may deſpair at this rate, ever by 
words to underſtand one another. Here fs Babel ( indeed ) Lan- 

guage confounded : But be bad _ in Heaven and Earth 
given him, and therefore might deſcend at bis pleaſure, and be pro- 
miſed to be with bis Diſciples alway #6 the end : To argue from 
Chritis power to bis will, was never accounted ftrong or right 
reaſoning, The Papiſts argued thus againſt the Martyrs for their 
Tranſubttantiation, viz.. God had power, and was able to turn the 
Bread into his Natural body, ergo, when as the Word, his revealed 
Will,declarcd it otherwiſe, and called it Bread after it was bleſſed ;

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would it be 4 good argument ? Chriſt hath all power ia Heaven 

and Earth given him, thercfore he may be crucified - over again, 
when as the will of God is revealed in the Scripture, that he 3s but py, 
once 30 be offered in the end of the World ; fo in this caſe, Chriſt ,; ct 
though he hathall power, can do nothing contrary to his own 5 
Will revcaled: Now it's plainly revcaled,that Chriſt as to his Man- 
hood, is not to deſcend frequently upon Earth, but is to abide in 
Heaven an appointed time, which is not yet finiſhed, Ads 3. 21. 
Whom the Heavens muſt receive, till the times of reſtitution of all 
thing: : It they would mind this one Scripture,it would put an end 

to all their cavils, and guidethemin this controverſy. What was 
received/into Heaven? His Manhood only as for his Deity, it is 
Infinite, and can in nowiſe be ſaid that the Heaven received it. 
Now, how long is the Heaven to receive this Manhood ? Till 

the times of the reſtitution of all things, which times let them dare 

to ſay are already come he hath not then as yet deſcended here 

on Earth as to his Manhood : Notwithſtanding, he hath fulfilled 

his promiſc, and hath alway been preſent with his Diſciples in the 
diſcharge of their Miniſterial gifts, and will be to the end of the 
World, by his Spirit.

But herc is ſtill more againſt our Opinion, viz. ( briſt is now a 
man in Heaven \ if fo, how then can we difintangle our (elves trom 
that thing charged upon us, in the 8th Page, that in this we re« 
ſemble th: carnal Opinion of the Anthropomorphites, who hold, that 
God is like nnto Man, in ſhape and form, and that he bath a right and 
and left hand as Men bave, which likewiſe Mwgleton holds, 

What would theſe men be at, when ſhall we find them conſtant, 


my ſou! pitieth their inſtability,how are they toſſed to and fro, did. 
they not all along (ay in words,that JelusChriſt was a Man in Hea-. 


ven, bad the Eſſ-ntial» of a Man foul and bedy : Now, it he hath 
a Hemane body, it muſt nec«fÞorily have a Humane ſhape: why 
then, they Symbolize with that Brute Mugleton as much as Wee, 
and if they be concerned, let them anſwer fr themſelves 3 only 
you ſee by thcir way of reaſoning, they belicve not a word of what 
they ſay, viz. That Chriſt s a Man in Heaven, but equivocates 
inall;z otherwiſe, why would they produce this ? We can anſwer 
for our ſclves, we are not guilty of having any ſuch groſs carnal 
conceptions of the Deity, as to think or ſay that the Humane ſhape 
3s the ſhape of the Deity 3 we abhor ſech Idolatrous thoughts, we 
know what the Scripture ſaith, and believe it, 1ſai. 40. 25. To 


whom then will you liken God,or what likeneſs will you compare him: 


Deut. 4-12. Te ſaw no {militude but only beard a voice ; but we 
ſay, the IVord was made Fliſh, |oh. 1.14. and in that Fleſh aſcended 
into Heaven, hath that ſame Body and Soul there, and it is ill in 
union with the Deity, the fulneſs of the Godbead dwelleth bodily in 
him,Col.2.9 but the torm and figure the Bady hath there,is not the 
form and tigure of the Deity, but of the Manhood:; the Godhead 
is Inhnite and Immenſe. And when we ſpeak of Gods right hand 
and Chriſis ſitting there, we mean a ſtates and place of Honour, 
Power and Glory, that Chriſt upon his Aſcenlton was cxalted to. 
Still they diſpute againſt that they ſeem to own, viz. That 
Chriſt is now a Man in Heeven : If bis being aſcended into Heaven, 
binders him from being on Earth, why not bis aſcending far above 
all Heavens, from being in Heaven ? Pag.9. Here is a fecond. of 


. the Objections, as they (ay, of my own framing, 


Arſe. 


In my latt little Book. I -opened this Phraſe, viz. Far above all 
Heavens, Any of the thrce Senſes I gave, is ſafe and good. 
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Firſt, Far above all Heavens, is no more then that in P/al. 68. 18, 
from whence this is taken, nay the very ſame with it, Thou bat 
aſeended on bigh. 2. By the Hczavens may be underſtood, the vi- 
{tble Heavens that may be ſeen with the bodily cye, becauſe of 
their nearneſs to us. 3. Or Heavenly Powers, Angelical Nature 
and PerfeRion. © Now let us draw up their Argument, ]cſus Chriſt 
aſcended on high, above the lower Heavens that may be ſeen, and' 
is more excellent and higher then any Angel: Ergo, he is not in 
Heaven, that cannot be ſeen with the bodyly eye, becauſe of its 
diſtance from us. Are you not convinced mightily with ſuch (trong 
Argumentatious? In Eph.1.20,21. He is (aid to be ſer far above every 
name that is named, not only in this World, bat that whichis to come ;; 

o,Chriſt is above the Father,this is the ſame way of Reaſoning. 

That Chriſti as to his Manhood hath bcen upon Earth, and 
is uporr Earth at lealt as to his Soul , fimce his Aſccniion 
they attempt to prove here, Pag. 9. from the Scriptures that 
ſpeaks of his coming to his Diſciples tince that time. Fohs 14. 2. 
If I go and prepare a place fr you, I will com? again and receive yu, 
ver{ 18. I will not leave you comfortteſs, I will come unto you. 

The firlt place ſpeaks of his coming at the day of Juilgment, 44frr," 
when he will inſtate his Saints in their tull Glory and Hippincts, 
in body as well as ſoul; this is the {ec6nd Perſonal appearanc: of 
Jeſus Chriſt, which is not yet, but will be at the times of th? retitu+ 
tion of all things, ( as the Scripture ſpeaks ; ) The other Scri; t ure 
ſpeaks of his coming in the power ot thz Spirit to cheir hearts, to 
comfort them in the evil days wherein they ſhould be cali; then 
they are nothing at all to their purpoſe, to prove Chriſt perſon! 
Deſcenfion upon Earth, cither as to his Soul or Body lince 113 
Aſcenſion into Heaven. 

Another ObjcRion is drawn from Fobs 3.13. N) man bath pys il, 
aſcended upto Heaven, but be that came down from Heaven, even 192 w; 
Son of Man which ir in Heaven. He is a third of the Obj:t'o.:5 
which they (ay,is of my own framing.and it's brought here again 
Chrift being now in Hcaven as to his Manhood : I have in my lat 
anſwered it tully to which you may have recourle, as to wat they 
beg here, I can grant them the whole, without auy loſs to my 
cauſe, or gain to theirs : Chriſt was ſpiritually in Heaven with his 
Saints wh:n on Earth, and is ſpiricually on Exrth with then 
now he is in Heaven ; The Reader knoweth what we inean by the 
ſpiritual preſence of Chrift with his Sainte, 

They ſay, that of his coming the Apoſtles had (igns and-erid: nes. Pagibid, 


why 
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who by bim wrought Miracle, Acts4.1 0, (i. e.) the Miracles that 
the Apoliles wrought, were ſigns of his Perſonal coming, that he 
hath been upon Earth tince his Aſcenſion, as to his Manhood. 

There were Miracles wrought by Myſes, and Eliab, and Eliſha, 
and what they did, they did by the power of Chritt, who is God 

leſſed for ever : Therefore Chrilt Je{us did Perſonally appear 
upon Earth, and came again from H:aven in his Manhood, before 
ever he had a Manhood, or ever did aſcend into Heaven, riſam 
teneatis Amici? Miracles wrought by the Apoſtles were only Signs 
of the coming of Chriſt, in Power and Spirit. 

Here now comes their exceptions againſt four of the Properties of 
the Manhood of Chriſt, as they-are {tated by me,what pity is it that 
they ſhould take ſo much pains to oppoſe themlclves in their own 
confclion. | 

The Manhood of Chriſt fince the Aſcenſion, is the Obje of Senſe, 
it bath been ſcen with the bodily eye, and may be ſeen, Stephen ſaw 
him, thus in my Lift. 

To this they Obje&, Pay. 10. but before I name their Argu- 
ments, 1 here cry out of open and manifeſt wrong : in that they 
Quakers have twice or thrice endeavoured to make the Reader be. 
lieve, that I aſſerted, there was uo more in Stephen's ſeeing the glory 
of God, aud the Son of Man in Heaven, than what was natural, that 
be had no extraordinary aſſiſtance and jtrengh from God in it, Pag, 11, 
but 10 place all this fight pon carnal and bodily ey:s, theſe are their 
words, whereas, they had writ my own words before, viz. 
Stepbens ſight was {trengthened after a wonderful miraculous way, 
ſo that he pierced to the Heavenly glory with his eye, this was 
more than what was natural no doubt z mark that, whether this 
be not wiltul torging, judge ye- 

But to their Arguments againſt Stephen's ſeeing Chriſt in Hea-» 
ven with his bodily eye it being (trenghthened by the Lord, 

1. According to my own confeſſion, Chriſt was paſſed into the 
inviſible Heavens, Ergo, be could not be ſeen, Pag, 10. 

Tieir Argument is only a Childiſh quible about the word ixvi- 
ſible, it I had butin the ſtead of it, ſaid wnſcen, there would not 
have bcen any ground for this cavil 3 but I did indeed think 1 
thould bz taken in that ſenſe, and I believe was by all but the 
Q1akers : Should I fay, many of the Stars are inviſible, will any 
underitand me that they are not capable of being ſeen by any Te- 
liſcope or Proſpective glaſſes, or, that they arc not ordinarily ſeen, 
becauſe of their great diſtance, and the weakneſs of our light; 
Children will play with Rattles, Arge 2, 
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Arg. 2+ Pag. 11. The ground of Stephen's ſceing the Heavens 
opened, and Jeſus on 1h: right baud of God, was on bis being full of 
the Holy Ghoſt. 

If meerly being fuil of the Holy Ghoſt be the ground, Then Anſiw 
Moſes and all the Prophets-faw the Son of Man, flanding at the m 
right band of God, before he was the Son of Man, or ever did aſcend 
thither, for they were all filled by the Holy Ghoſt : And then Buy- 
nabas and all the Diſciples in the ſecond Chapter of the Afr, faw: 
the Son of Man in Heaven; and then this that is related of Stephen 
in this Hiſtory, that we took-to be a fingular remarkable thing, * 
is but what is common to all Saints tilled with the Spirit : betides, 
how can this mecrly as ſuch, be the ground of Stephens hight of 
Chriſt in Heaven, when the wicked (hall ſee Chriſt coming in popyer 
and great glory, Rev. 1. 7- Every eye ſhall ſee bim, it cannot be 
meant of a ſpiritual fight, for every one hath not a ſpiritual eye, 
For ( ought I can learn ) theſe men underſtand nothing more, no- - 
thing belides ſorne ſpiritual fight that Srepbert had of Jeſus Chriſt 
on Earth in his own heart, elſe, why do they mcntion the vilion 
that Fohn had as a parallel inſtance. 

Pag. ibid. Fohn ſaw tbe golden Candleſtick, and in the midſt 
thereof one like-tbe Son of Man : Now, thoſe Churches that were re- 

eſented by the ſeven Candleſticks, were then upon Earth, ſtay, and 
= the conclution : Ergo, when Stephen looked up (tedfaſily into 
Hcaven,and ſaw the glory of God,and the Son of Man at the rizhe 
hand of God,the Heavens being opened : All this was no moe then 
{ccing Chritt on Earth,the light in his own Heart and Couſcience. 
O for a little plain heartedne(s and honeſty ; The inftance is not 
parallel, Foby's we lay and believe, were only Spiritual Revelations 
in extalies and trances, Stephen's was an Ocular Viſion : Let me 
add this to theſe poor unbelieving Creatures, why ſhould it ſeem 
a thing impoſſivle to you, that God ſhould fo firengthen with his 
Divine power the bodily eye of a Saint, to fee into the highelt 
Heaven, removing al! things out of the way, which is denoted by 
that Phraſe, | The Heavens opened. ] 

The laſt thing in this matter, Page 11. This renders the glory of 
God, and bis rightband alſo obviow and viſible to carnal eyes, you may 
ſee ( (ay they ) what mean and carnal thoughti 1bis man bath of God, 
and the glory of God. 
© LI would not be guilty of any carnal thoughts of God, or MS eefovs 
glory, but yet 1 dare not but believe the Scriptures of Truth, and 


what they have declared in theſe matters, although I nan 
isfy 


Anſw. 
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ſatisfy my Reaſon in all particulars, yet it is my duty to ſubmit to 
the &01%5 tx thus faith the Lord. I do believe the Deity it (elf 
cannot be ſeen, no Mortal eye can approach that inviſibility, yet I 
bclicve that Peter and Fohn did ſee Chritt in his Transfiguration, 
they ſaw his face ſhine as the Sun, and bis raiment as white us Suow, 
Mat. 17. 2. They ſaw it I belicve with their bodily eye, and 1 
query whether that was not ſomething of the glory of God, whe- 
ther there was not a Material created light and ſplendor, that God 
made uſe of, to ſet forth the Majclty and Glory of his Son to theſe 
his Diſciples external Senſes, 


Exceptions and Objeflions againſt the other Property of 
Chriſts Manhood. | 


I ſay it hath the ſlams Form and Figure that it had when here 
vpon Exrth, yet withall, ſay it is a very glorious Body : How 
gloriouſly is it repreſented and painted out to us by Daniel and 
Jobn? more bright then a thouſand Suns, 

1. They cavil at this, and ſay, bow thex hath it the ſame Form 
and Figure that it bad when bere wpon Evrth, was it this bright and 
glorious more then a thouſand Suns, when here on Earth ſubjeG to ſuf- 
ferings, Pag, 12. 

I willingly grant that the Manhood hath much more glory upon 
ic,then it had 1n its ſuffering ſtate 3 but its being inveſted with more 
glory,«did neither change nor annihilate the Form, he had the 
{zme Humane ſhape, np doubt, when trar.shgured, as when he 
was crucihed, and the ſame Humane countenance : a man may 
be now in vile raiment, and anon in gorgeous Attire, yet remain 
the ſame Man, and have the ſame Form and Figure and diſtin- 
grithing Charactcr in his face : the Sun might have a thouſand 
times more light, luſtre and glory in it, yet retain the ſame dimen- 
110ns and rotundity« 

2. Thiy #s 10 intrude, they ſay, into unſeen things, Pag. ibid, 
Anſw. While I keep within the bounds of Scripture, and right 
Reaſon grounded upon it, 1 do not intrude,and whether I have not 
done fo, I leave it to the judgement of Chriſiians, What would 
thefe min have, the Manhood mult ejther have the ſame Form and 
Figure that it had here upon Earth, or, it muſt have the Form ard 
Figurc of ſome other «Creature, ( 3. e, ) cither of an Angel, or 


. of — —-- which I will not write, or there mult be a tranſmuta- 


tion of it into the Deity, which: way ſocycs they take, they defiroy 
the 
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the -Manhood of Jefus Chriſt, which is a deſtroying the whole 


Chriſtian Religion at one blow. 

3- Exception, Pag. 12. They ſay, that I talk like one ignorant 
of the Scriptures, in aſſerting, that the Manhood bath the ſame Form 
and Figure that it had when on Earth, in that be was known 0 his 
Diſciples after bis Reſurreion : and faith, that be appeared in divers 
Forms after his Reſarregion, Mark 16. 12. After that, he appeared 
to two of them in another Form. Anſw. All the Books of the Evan- 
geliſts do but compleat the Hiſtory, one of them is to give Light to 
the other, and in any difficulty one to open and explain the other, 
ſome cf them being more full than the other : This of Mark is 
the ſhorteſt of all, now look: into the ſame particular portion of 
Hiſtory, as it was written by Luke, Luk. 24. 15. Azd it came 
10 paſs, that while they communed together, and reaſoned, Jeſus bim< 
ſelf drew near, and went with them, but their eyer were beld, that 
they ſhould not know him : it was then he himſclt, and like himſelt, 
with the ſame Form and Figure Humane, otherwiſe, he ceaſed to 
be a man 3 but it pleaſed the Lord, who had abſolute command 
over their ſenſes, ſo by his power to hold their ſight, that they 
ſhould not preſently diſcern who he was, but ſeemed to them as 
one in another habit, ſo the word ogy doth ſometimes Hgnify. 

4. Except : But if in the ſame Form, hwy came it to haſ? that 
Mary did not know him, but thought it bad been the Gardiner, 
John 20. 14, 15- Anſw. 1. This Scripture makes direly againſt 
them, it appears that Jeſus had a Humane ſhape and form after 
his Reſurrection, which is a glorihed State 3 for ſuch is the form 


and ſhape of a Gardiner : 2. But that Mary did not know him, 


but ſuppoſed it had been the Gardiner, no wonder, when as (ſhe 
knew not that he was riſen, ſhe came not to look for a living man, 
but only for the dead body, Ver. 15. if thow haſt born bim bence, tel 
me where thou baſt laid bims 3. | ſay hereyes were held that (the 
ſhould not know him, as in the Scripture of Luke before, 

5. Twice be appeared in the mialt of bis Diſciples the duors be- 
ing (but, John 20. 19, 26. w4s there no chnge then, Pag. ibid. 
Anſw. Yes, of State and Condi:ton, not of torm and Humane 
hgure. The Papiits make uſe of this Scripture for their Tran- 
ſu>ſtantiation , they fay, bis body penetrated the doors, the 
{aine apprehenhions mult theſe Quakers nave, or <lfſe in vain 
da they quote this Scripture 3 but its no where ſaid, that he 
went through the doors: The Prepolition i« is not in the 
Text, only Ip! KeKAtITHiror tix doors were (hut win he wp- 
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peared in the mid(l of them, none of them, nor any other man 
opened the doors for him 3 there was then no-queſtion, a Miracle 
wrought by him, but not by penetrating the doors, how then 
came he in ? why, how came Peter out of Priſon? did he come 
through the Iron gate? Ads 12. 10, They came t0 the Iron gate that 
leadeth mnto the City, which opened to them of its own accord, could 
not Chriſt effe& the like, think you, tor himſelt ? 

Pag. 12,13. The Oppoſers give a laſh at two other Properties 
in a very ſcornful way : As for bis uncomth and unſcriptural talk, 
that the Saints owght to worſhip the Humane Nature of Chriſt, and this 
Humane Nature is ſuch as giveth life unto our Souls, we need take 
little notice of ſuch Language. Anſw. My Language as to the fir(t, 
is not unſcriptural, for there I ſay, he received worſhip from fe. 
veral, when he was here on the Earth in the Fleſh : and this is fo 
notoriouſly known, that I need not to inſtance, . But here IT will 
give you fome Scripture, Mat. 2,11. The wiſe men, its (aid, fell 
down and worſhipped bim, when a Babe. Matth. 8. 2, The Leper 
worſhipped bim : Matth. 9. 18, There the Ruler worſhipped bim., 
Matth. 14+ 33, They that were in the Ship upon his ſtilling the 
Storm, worſhipped him. Matth. 15. 2g, The Women of Canaan, 
worſhipped bim. John-9. 38. The blind man that Chriſt healed, 
worſhipped, bim. Aftes his ReſurrcQion, Mat. 28. g. They held 
bim by the feet and worſhipped bim, and the 17. verſ. And fince his 
Aſccrfion Fobhn worſhipped him in the Viſions hc had 3 and Rev. , 
T he twenty four Elders, yea, and every Creatare in its kind and way, 
i ſaid to worſhip the Lamb : Sce what _—_— men theſe be, to 
{ay my talk is unſcriptural, in pleading for the Humane Nature of 
Chriſt to be worſhipped in conjunction with the Deity, the foun- 
dation of the worſhip being the Deity; neither 1s my talk uncouth, 
but only to them that underſtand not the Chriſtian Religion, it is 
uſed by all the Chriſtian Churches,and by all Chriſtian Writers that 
have written any thing of the Humanc Nature of Chriſt, eſpecially 
if they have any contention with Socinians. The ſame can I ſay 
of the other Property, viz. That the Fleſh of Chrilt giveth life to 
our Souls, I have explained my {clt in that diſcourſe, in what way 
and manaer it giveth lite : let them if they dare, oppoſe it, how 
unſcriptural is this, when as I there annexed, Fcby 6. 53. Except 
ye eat my Fleſh and drink my Blood, ye have no life in you? whenever 
Chriſt mentioneth his Fleſh and Blood as here, our judgment and 
belick 1s, that he hath always reſpeR to his Mauhood.and the bene- 
fits the Church hath by his Incarnation! let them dare to contradia 
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it, and we can ſay, that this Fleſh that gives life, is himſelf, the 
Manhood with the Deity is but one Perſon, one Chriſt, one 
Mcdiator, and both are ſpoken in that place which they in their 
corrupt judgments alledge againſt us, Fohn 6.5. Pag. 13. robbing 
the Humanity of that which is due to ir. 

Now legs gather up all briefly without wronging them a title, 
and you (hall (ce what a ftrange Manhood it is that they have con- 
feſſed to ? 

r. Its (according, to them ) a Manhood that is no way the ob- 
jeR of Senſe, cannot any way be ſeen, felt, or heard, though it 
was both ſeen, felt, and heard, after the Reſurrection which was 
a glorified ſtate, 2+ It is an Infinite, Immenſe God, not avy where 
to be circumſcribed; it may be in a thouſand times ten thouſand of 
Saints at once. 3. Itis fo thin, ſubtle, that it can penetrate doors, 
Stone walls, 4. It is informe, hath no ſhape, Figure, Lincaments, 
Countenance that is Humane, 5. Noone is to give any worſhip 
toit, though in union with the Godhead : 6. It is ſuch a Manhood 
as did not die for Sinners, nor doth not now intercede for Sinners: 
For thus I argue, according to what hath patt, it the Fleſh of 
Chriſt hath not procured life tor our Souls, ( which they call'd 
whſcriptural, unconth,not 80 be taken notice of, ) then did Chritt never 
die for Sinners : life for our Souls could no way be procured, but 
by expiating and taking away the cauſe of death, which was fin : 
Now fin is no way expiated but by the death of Jeſus Chriſt, bur 
Tcſus Chriſt only dicd as Man ſuffered as to his Fleſh 3 had there 
been no Manhood there had been no Offering, no Sacrifice. 2, Ac» 
cording to them the Man Chritt doth not now intercede, if he 
procured not Life by his Flcſh and Manhood, he doth not inter- 
cede, there can be no life to our Souls, without the Spirit and 
Faith : now theres neither Spirit nor Faith co any, but by the 
Intercefſion of Chrilt,he obtains them thereby tor us,but now rhere 
is no Interc«fſion without the Fleſh and Manhood of Chritt : the 
blood of the Sacrifice was carried into the holieft, which figured 
this, viz. Chriſt carries the Merit of his ſufferings into Heaven : 

1 Fob 2. 2, He is an Advwcate by vertue of big being a Propitiation: 

it is the Man Chriſt Feſus that is the Mediator : 7. Such a man , 7;, 
is Chrilt as is not now a Priett.

you ſee Error is big bellicd and fruitful. This is the effect ot tor- 


ſaking the Scripture, ſetting up another Rule, not content with

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ſound Dodrine, given forth in ſound words, condemning the _ 
Chriſtians in this day as having groſs and carnal conceptions of 
chings, refining Religion, and the bleſſed holy g'iorious, true,real, 
operative Manhood of Jeſus Chriſt into Air, Wind, Fancy, No- 
thing 3 andall this under a pretence, that they are fully for it ; but 
we have tricd them, and you now plainly perceive, ,what their 
true Scriptural ſenſe is, which they ſpeak of, Pag. 13+ | 
We have done with that controverſy concerning the Manhood 
of Chriſt,now they undertake to vindicate C briſtopher Tayler, whom 
we anſwered irf\y Poſtſcript, whom ( if he be living ) I thought 
was at years off — to auſwer for himſclf : | 
And now ( ſay they ) to manifeſt bow like a confuſed and diſtem- 
pered crazed man W. H. writes, take 8 ſhort view of ſome of bis in* 
conſiſtencies, 6c. Pag. 13+ 
Reply. Chrift,my Lord, was accounted mad, by his own kindred, 
and by others, the Scribes and Phariſees 3 the Apoſtle Paxl by. A- 
grippa, and the falſe Teachers was thus fiigmatized to be beſides 
himſelf: it was a common thing among the Papitts thus to cen» 
ſure the Martyrsjbecaufe Philpor in the Convocation houſe maniteltcd 
but a little more than ordiniry zeal againſt the Popiſh errors, they 
gave-it out that he was raging Bedlam mad : this is an old trick of 
the Devil, I could name you one of my Brethren that is full of zcal 
for Chriſt, that they have not long fince thus dealt with all, muſt [ 
think much then if in this I be conformed to Chrilt,to his Apoſtles, 
to the Martyrs, and the worthieſt of my Brethren ? no ſurely, it is 
my honour, and we have reaſon to pity this People, that herein as 
in other things they make themſelves fo like the Antichriſtian Pas» 
piſts : I could tell them of that common fpeech, that ſome there be 
that are not in dangerof madneſs, and lay again that it might diſ- 
compole the moſt compoſed man fill co converſe with men in 
Bedlam. They arc at it again, Pag. 16. Leſt be fall into manifeſt 
diſtralion, as may tend to bis and your reproach, for be appears in 
ſome danger : Anſw. Quillionleſs they have recourſe in their 
thoughts to that Prophet of theirs Will. Baily, who pronounced a 
dreadful ſentence againſi me,viz.that in the name of the living God 
I ſhould be mad, this was at Hartford, in the hearing of many, to 
the utter ſhame of all their Party that was there, if they. had but a 
' dram of true Humility : I am ſure tothe amazement of many of 
us, and the abhorrency and deteſtation of ſuch Helliſh Spirits, to 
hear Gods holy Name prophaned in fuch a horrible execration, in 
ſuch a Brazcn-fac'd way, as if Satan himſe!f had appeared with 


Fire 
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Fire and Brimſtone,and a nafty ſtink among us : Iwould be glid to 
hear that God gave him Repentancefor his great fin, who did not 
live to ſee his ſentence fulfilled; but was ſoon after cut off by death 
at Sea, whether Shipwrackt or otherwiſe I have not yet learncd 
Theſe look for the fulfilling of this Prophecy I perceive, its well 1 
am not in their hands, nor in Satans hands, but in the hands of 
Jeſus Chrift I commit my ſelf to him, he is righteous in whatſo- 
ever he doth to me : peradventure he will turn Shimeies and Ba- 


. laamocuriings, and Rabſhekabs railings, for good unto me : In 


this caſe I appeal unto the Chriſtians and Minitters of Chrift, with 
whom I have todo, if hitherto I ſpeak not the words of truth and 
ſoberneſs, the Lord lay not this great evil ( which they are now 
too mueh hardned in ) to their charge. 

Before they mention the two Inconlifſtencies, they have a ſmall 
Peroration about Original ſin, Pag. 1 3. Chriſtopher Tay ler denying 
Infants to be guilty of it, calling them Innocents, but they dare not 
meddle with this Contoverlſy pro nor cox 3 only ſay that I have ma- 
niteſted a great deal of ignorance and hardneſs, but proves not a 
Syllable of their Charge, only craftily ſuggeſts to the People, that 
we condem theſe Innocents upon the Pred:jtinariau principle? Anſw. 
We have proved Infants no Innocents, but ſuch as have the guilt 
of Adams fin upon them, and I am at any time ready tomake good 
this Truth, againſt their calumnies, and withall fay for the fatis- 
faction of all againſt this falſe infinuation, that God is righteous in 
charging the guilt of the firſt fin upon all, and tha: he doth not pre- 
deſitinate any to damnation but with reſpe&t to fins 

But where are theſe inconfiſtencies ? 

I. That I ſay we are by nature children of wrath, Eph. 2. 3. and 
yet ſaith, that the light within every ane is nothing but nature which 
is corrupt, yet affirm withall, that this light within is the Law of 
Moſes written in the heart, this they ſay is to write like a mad man, 
Pag. 14. Anſw. The Quakers I obſerve are always much mov-4 
when we do not give that honour to theic Light which they that) 
is dane, when we allow it to be no more than Nature : Now the 
Apoltle 1 am ſure calls it Nsture : Rom.

in their hcarts, and that thcy did things contained in the Law : 
there is then no more in it but this, that thele Gentiles by doing 
ſomethings that were contained in Moſes*s Moral Law did manifeſt, 


that there was an impreſſion of ſome part of the Moral Law upon 


their hearts : Now, its no mad Herehie to maintain, that a mans 
doing part of the Moral Law, as to the matter of it, by the meer 
ſtrength of Nature,is nothing but ſin,and that a natural man fo do. 
ing is aChild of Wrath,and in a damnable condition notwithſtand- 
ingzhow can it be otherwiſe, when there 15 no right Principle from 
whence he aCts, not a dram of true Faith in J.lus Chriſt, and with- 
out Faith it is imp: ſſible to pleaſe God; he is dead in fin not being 
born again, aud all his works are dead works, and cannot pleaſe 
the living God : And therefore the Apoſtle ſaith of theſe Gentiles 
that had done by Nature things containced'in the Law, and had 
the works of the Law written iy their hearts, notwithſtanding this 
they were unrighteow, ſinners, builty, fallen fhort of the glory of God, 
Rom. 3- Oh that this was but well marked by thele Patrons of Na» 
ture, the Quakers : where is now the inconhltency ? 

2. Inconliltency ; Becauſe I will not admit works done by us in 
the Spirit, in ihe point of the juſtication of a ſinner, and yet confeſſeth

| do with all my hcart highly elteem of the Holy Spirie who is 
the ever bleſſed God, and of his iaward work in the hearts of his 
Saints, and God forbid that I ſhould fleight them, or maniteti my 
madn:ſs ( as this pzople ſay ) againſt them : ſooner let my cougae 
cicave to the roof of my mouth z I have ſome experience of that 
good, (weet, Spirits working in my qwn hcart through Grace, in 
ht» Convictions, Renewings, Quicknings, Comntortings, aud I 
dor:ally valuz them ; Yet I mult not advance theſe works done 
upon 15 by the Spirit, or done by us in the Spirit, to that dignity 
w 1c God uever appointcd them unto, viz To jultity alagner in 
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his ſight, to make him accepted with God for their ſakes : no, we 
are accepted only by the grace of God, ( i.e. ) bis free favour, in the 
Beloved, Eph. 1.6, ( #-e. ) the Perfon of Jeſus Chriſt, and the 
works donein the Spirit are not the Perſon of Jeſus Chriſt, nor his 
Perſonal Righteouſnels, we would know from the Quikers which 
would give us to underſtand their thoughts, let them ſpeak plainly 
and tell us, whether the Perſon of him that is juſtified, or the Per+ 
ſon of Jc{us Chritt be the ſubject of that Righteoutneſs whereby a 
finner 15 jaltificd in Gods fight ? whether the ſoul and body of the 
Believer, or the ſoul and body of the Man Chrilt be the ſeat where- 
in dwells that Righteouſneſs that juſtihes in Gods {ight ? whether 
they be the works done Perſonally by us, or the works done Per- 
ſonally by him ? we are not aſhamed without mincing, without 
darkening counſel by words, firmly and conltantly to confels with 
our Brethren in many Proteſtaut Churches, that we cannot, dare 
not, muſt not, admit of any thing, no not fo much as our Faith, 
\ ( though it's wrought in us by the Spirit ) into that Rightcouſucſs 
that juſtifies us in Gods fight, but holds fill, that it's folely and 
alone the Perſonal Righteouſneſs of Jeſus Chriſt the Son of God in 
his Active and Paſſive obedience, whereby we are juſtiticd, and 
accepted in the hight of an Intinitely pure and holy God, who 
charged his Angels with folly 3 and if any man or Angel preach any Gal.1.8 
other Goſpel, let him be accurſed, Thus us chaſt Virgins cfponſod, we : 
will not ( through Gods grace ) ſuffer our ſ:lves through th» ſubiilty of 2 Cor.

and it is ( aS that great Patron of it, againſt theſe Pharefaical Merit- 
mongers was wont to fay ) the Article of the Churches Randing or 
| falling 3 and how can he be a Chriſtian that is not hearty in the 
belicf of it, though never more than at this day ſpoke 274intt ; 
Chriſt in this day is a very great ſtumbling-ſtone to the ©72hers, 
and Socinians, as he was to the Fews and Greeks of old : it is no 
wonder the Quakers care not to have Chriits Manhood main- 
tained in its ſamenc(s, truth and reality, now carrying on the work 
of his Mediation in Heaven,pleading the vertue of his Attonement, 
when as they will not,own the Righteouſnels which was wrought 
out, in and by that bleſſed Manhood fixecen hundred Years tince, 
for the Juſtification of ſinners ; They talk much of the worss of 
the Spirit, I would put a few Queries to them, 1. Whether the 


works done by the Man Chrilt, whca on Earth here,and the works 
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he. now doth in Heaven be not works done in the Spirit > he had 
the Spirit and hath it without megſure : were not his works ab(o- 
Jutely and compleatly perfe& in Holine(s ? be was a Lamb without 
ſpot, there was no guil found in his mouth, be pleaſed the Father in all 
things. 2. I would ask whether there be any works done by the 
Spirit upon any of the ſons of Men ( except Jelus Chriſt ) but there 
ſtill remains a body of fin in them ? and whether there be any 
works done by us in the higheſt degree of the Spirit, that any can 
attain to in this world, but God can find ſome fault with them ? 
there is ſome defeR,and imperteion, let them that dare,deny that 
Scripture, Eccleſ. 7. 20, There is aot a juſt man upon Earthgbat doth 
good and ſinneth not. 3. It this be truc, which now of us are mad a- 
gainſt the works of the Spirit, we that honour theſe compleat works 
of the perſonal Obedience of Chriſt, and receive them with thank- 


fulneſs for our Juſtification, according to the command of God in-_ 


Scripture to believe, and withall are glad that God works upon us 
by his Spirit torenew our evil natures after his own Image, though 
it be but in part,and that we are enabled by the ſame Spirit to ſhew 
forth any good works to his glory in our Converſation among 
men, though they fall ſhort of that which the holy Law requires 3 
and therefore we dare not plead them with God, but daily prays 
for forgiveneſs in his Blood,and that he would accept us not in this 
our ownRighteouſnels within us,or without us,but in hisSonsPer. 
ſonal Righteouſneſs, having union with him : or they now on the 
other hand, that.are only and altogether for the works done in the 
fpirit,both for Juſtification as well as SanGtihcetion,though none of 
them can ever cvince that theſe works are in every degree compleat, 
and at the ſame timediſown,diſpiſe,contemn the complcat works of 
the Imputed Righteouſneſs of Chrilt,calling it a Dotirine of Devils, 
which of us 15 mad againit the works done in the Spirit ? Let the 
Reader judge, What an unſavoury lorry do many of them make in 
the cars of Chriltians in their books, and diſcourſes, ſaying and 
writing, you look to be laved by a Rightcouſneſs wrought out fix- 
teen hundred Years lice, and as far oftas Jeruſalem ? we cannot 
but pity their blinducls, and enmity to the Crols of Chrilt, the 
Lord reveal his Sons Righreouſneſs to them, and make them aſha- 
med ot fuch kind of Phariſaical {ayings, as that of Bailies, viz. 
if this be to make our own Righteouſneſs ſtand, (ſpeaking ot the Righ» 
tcoulncls of the Law ) then will we go about t1 make them (tand ; if 
they would but xcmember that great inltance given by Chriit, and 
CUUNUCT It, 3tS Encugh ſurtly 10 filence them tor ever, in this 
maflcg 
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matter, Luke 18. 9. He fake this Parable 5 tertain that trufted 
in themſelves, as being righteous and deſpiſed others : verſ, 10. Two 
weut up into the Temple to pray, &&c. The Phariſee floed and prayed 
thus with bimſelf, God, I thank thee, I am not as other meg are, ex- 
tortioners, unjuſt, adnlterers, or even as this Publican. I faſt twice in 

the week, I give Tithes of all that I poſſeſs. Verſ. x3. And the Pub- 
lican ftauding af ar of, would not lift up ſo much as bis eyes to Heaven: 
but ſmote upon bis breaſt, ſaying, God be mercifal to me a ſinner. 

Verl. 14. 1tell you, this man went down to bis houſe juſtified rather 
than the other. What is this inſtance of a Phariſee to a Quaker, 
that ſpeaks ſo much of the Spirit, and the inward works of the 
Spirit ? Anſw. Did not the Phariſce think that he had the inward * 
work of the Spirit? Yes ſurely, for he gives thanks to God that 
did inable him to be thus —_—_ z he acknowledged that all he 

did not in the leaſt attribute it-co his 
freewill, might or power, that he had made himſelf to differ, that 
he did thus faſt, pray, was thus juſt, holy, and zealous : let it be 
weighed, he was as confident as any Quaker, or any other could 
be, that his Righteouſneſs was good, of the right ſort, the Righ- 
tcouſneſs of the Spirit, in that he durſt plead it before the Lord 
for his acceptance, yet what was the iſſue, he was not accepted : 
it was the humble ſinner that was juſtified, that applyed himſelf to 
the mercy of God in Chriſt Jeſus : but where do you at any time 
find this people acknowledge Grace, Mercy, Attortement, confe(- 
ſing their fins with ſhame and humility, are theſe in the way of 

Juſtification ? 

They willfay, why doeſt thou talk ſo of the Phariſees think- 
ing he had the Spirit, and the inward work thereof : we know 
andare ſure we have it, are regenerated, and a& from thence in 
ourlives, and whilſt it is ſo, it there be any ſuch thing as imputed 
Righteouſneſs, ( as we think there is not, its only an imagination 
of your own brains, ) we hall have it, for according to you, 
they both-go together, Righteouſneſs within and without, 

I ſay to them with as great confidence and boldneſs, and much 
better grounded, that in caſe they go on thus, they do manifeſtly 
declare, that they have not, neither ever had the right Spirit of 
Chriſt, the Comfortey, for what doth Chriſt ay the work of the 
Comforter ſhould be, upon his ſending of him, Fobn 15. 26+ He 
ſhall teſtify of me, and Jobs 16. 14. He ſhall glorify me (ive) in 
the hearts of men, for be ſhall receive of mine and ſhew it unto you : 


Now if that Spirit which at preſent you boaſt of, doth not this 
D work, 
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work, viz. Enlighten your underſtandings aright in the truth of 
the Goſpel, though you may find a power ( as you often ſpeak ) 
ating of you, it this Spirit do not teſtify of the Chriſt of God 
begetting high thoughts of his Perſon, Righteouſneſs, inſtructing 
your ſouls in his things, his Death, Reſurre&ion, Interceſſion: ; 
his Prieſthood in Heaven ( which you never talk of ) though it 
ſhould have ſo much power in you as thereby you ſhould be 
caught up and carried to Azotus ; though thereby you could ( as 
they ſay of Simon Magus ) fly in the Air, yet it is not the Spirit of 
Chriſt Jeſus the Comforter : If Chriſt be not precious to you, you are 
wabelievers : I wiſh it might be confidered, there is ns communion of 
the Spirit, where the Grace of the Lord Feſus Chriſt is not ſweet to ws, 
where ever there is another Goſpel and Jeſus, tbere is another ſpirit, 
who ever hath not the Son, hath not the Father, how then can they 
have the Spirit ? No man peaking by the Spirit of God, w—_—y Ks 
accurſed, 1 Cor. 12. 3. Be not deceived 3 if this Goſpel be hid (the 
heart and life whereof conſiſts in the knowledge of this point of 
Juſtification, ( It is the Goſpel of Righteouſneſs, it manifeſts the 
Righteouſneſs without the Law, Rom. 3.21. therein is the Righteouſ- 
neſs of God revealed from F aith 10 F aith: ) it this be bid (though you 
may be very confident ) is is bid to them that are loft, 2 Cor. 4. 3. 
the God of this World baving blinded their eyes. O that you would 
remember what the Apottle ſaid to the Galatians, who thought 
they had as much of the Spirits Righteouſneſs as the Quakers, 4 
ing corrupted in their judgments in this very matter, yet had not 
caſt off their mentioning of Chriſt, but allowing him a place in 
their Religion : who bath bewitched you, and in .another place, ye 
are fallen from Grace, and its a great convincing word, Rom. 9. 31. 
Iracl, which followed after the Law of Righteouſneſs did not attain 
10 the Law of Righteouſneſs, yet were as confident as you 3 but I 
ſhall be deſpiſed for this my love, in debating this matter with 
you, and Edoubt you will call this ( as Pag. xy, you do ) mon- 
ftrous and diſtracted Dodtrine : The inſtances that I gave againſt 
C briſtopher Tayler to prove, that we are not juſtified by works done 
in the Spirit are reckoned, Pag. 14. viz. Abrabams works, Da- 
vids works, Panl's and Iſaiabs works, all done in the Spirit : but 
not a word of anſwer to them, no, I calmly challenge them all to 
an{wer) to them. 

Only they ask a Queſtion, Is it good Dottrine to ſay that Paul 
when @ Chriſtian, counted bis ſpiritual obedience loſ3 and dung for 
Chrift ? Anſw, Yes, very good, ſound, bleſſed and comfortable 
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Dodtrine, received by Millions of Saints in Heaven and Earth : 
add but that which you ought, for of that I ſpeak, viz- in the point 
of Juſtification : in the ſame way are you to underſtand that of 
Iſaiab, Ila. 64. 6. all our Righteouſneſſes are as filthy rags, (i. e.) as 
to juſtify us in Gods ſight : Pag. 15, they repeat the Queſtion,but 
lily addeth this to it, viz. and that as a Chriſtian be muſt ſuffer the 
boſe of this, (1.e-) bis fpiritual obedience,ſo as not to have it in hit heart : 
O the creeping Serpent, to infiguate as if I taught the people ſuch 
Doctrine. Anſw. Yes, he was to have it ſtill in his heart, but not 
to plead it with God for his Juſtification, Phil.3.9.not having my own 
Righteouſneſs,which is of the Law,Scc. But how can I make thac out, 
for which they quarrel me here ? Pag. 15. That all the Righteouſ- 
neſs that all the Saints bave withiu them or without them, is but the 
Righteouſneſs of the Law. Anſw. It is not difficult, otherwiſe the 
Law of God is not a perfeRt Rule of Righteouſneſs, but that muſt 
be granted : Ergo, it requires all we do and more theri any can do, 
not only outward duty, but an inward ſpiritual upright frame of 
heart, yea the Image of” God to be compleat and perfe& in us: 
then my Argument holds good, we are not juſtified by any Righ- 
teouſne(s of ours done in the Spirit, for the Scripture is peremp- 
tory in it, by the deeds of the Law, ſhall no fleſh be juſtified in bis 

fight, Rom. 3. 20. 

They produce two Scriptures here to prove Juſtification by the 
works of the Spirit in us. Firſt, Roms 8. 2+ The Law of the Spirit 
of life in Chriſt Feſus, hath made me free from the Law of ſin and 
death: Rom $. 4. That the Roy of the Law might be 
fulfilled in ws : 1 have opened both thele places in my Book again(t 
Crook and Bailie, I am of that mind that they both ſpeak as to our 
Juſtification, of the Righteouſneſs of Chriſts Perſon, (o they are 
nothing to their purpoſe : if they will in their next, plainly and 
openly {ay from the firſt Scripture, that the Spirits work in us is 
the matter of our ]uſtitication 3 and that the Law is fulfilled in our 
own perſons, for our acceptation from the ſecond Scripture, I 
promiſe them a fuller anſwer : in the mean while, we are of this 
mind, that we are not juſtified by any works done by us, in and by 
the Spirit: yet we freely acknowledge, that it is Regeneration 
makes us meet for the Kingdom, but not in a way of Merit, that 

is only by the blood-ſhedding of Jeſus Chriſt, but only diſpoſeth 
us for Heaven, withowt it none ſhall ſee the Lord : Regeneration is 
to be diftinguithed from Juſtification, as the Caule from the Eft, 
Jukitication the cauſe of Regeneration, if God did not forgive us

our ſins for the Merit of Chriſt, he would not renew our nature :: 
we confefs again, that the Deity perfeRs all good in us, and for 
us, but then the Humanity is in union with it,and a@s with it, and 
ehey mult not be put aſunder : it was the Humanity that was the 
Offering and Sacrifice, be offered bimſelf by the eternal Spirit, Heb. 
9. 14. The Fleſh profiteth nothing, ( i. e. alone) it is the Spirit 


that quickneth, John 6. 63+ yet the Fleſhof Chriſt is the- Organ, 


and Inſtrument in by and with which Chriſt. performs all his Me- 
diatory works of Redemption, and theſe two Natures are but one 
Perſon : and whatever was done by the Spirit in the hearts of any, 
beforeChriſts manifeſtation in Fleſh,it was done in reference to,and 
for the Merit of his Incarnation : ſo then in the laſt place ( and 
then we have not left a hoofof an exception behind ) when I pray 
that the Spirit would ſettle, ſirengthen, preſerve, I believe that 
che Spirit is given thus to work, becauſe Chriſt died for: us : 
Fohn 16. 17. If Tpgo not away the Comforter will not come-; it is gi- 
ven by yertue of Chriſts entring with his Blood into Heaven ; by 
this time the things I have written, the*Reader will ſee, conſiſt 
well together. 

There remains nothing now,but ſome bitter ſcornful Reflexions 3 
let us patiently hear them, with my Anſwers :

and Sandiification, they might then indeed ſpeak at this rate, but 
it they cannot, it is no leſs than a notorious ſlander : I can fay 
( through Grace ) as the Apoſtle, 1 know nothing by my ſelf as to. 
any known ſin I live in, with him-will I ſay again, yet am not 
T bereby jaſtified, but be that judgeth me is the Lord, 1 Cor. 4. 4. I 
live in the obſervance of the Moral Law, but yet I dare not plead 
this for acceptance with God, knowing I come not up to perfe« 
Ction, but my. prayer to God ſhall be that of Davids, Pla). 143+ 2. 
Enter not into judgment with thy ſervant : for in thy fight ſhall no man. 
living be juſtified : I will take up that of Fob, Job 9. 15. Whom, 
though I were righteous, yet would I not anſwer, but I would make 
Jupplication to my Fudge. Verl. 21. Though 1 were perfe(, yet would 
I'y0t know my foul, believing with that perfect and upright man

( of whom God gave this Teſtimony, There was none like him on 
Earth, ojie that feared God, and eſcewed evil, Job x. 8. ) believing 
what he ſaid, would prove true, fob 9. 30, 31. If I waſp my ſelf 
with ſnow water, and make my bands never ſo clean : yet ſhalt thau 
plunge me in the ditch, aud mine own cloaths ſhall make me to be ab- 
borred : and is this a crime, mniſt this be cenſured for groſs Hypo- 
crily ? was David, Fob, Paul, or the Phariſee the Hypocrite ?

attained to ſuch a perfe&tion in Holineſs, by the Law of the Spirit ? 

and is it-diſcernable in their Converſe and Trading, that they have 

no need of the Imputation of Chrilts Righteouſneſs, but deride 

it and make a ſcoft at it ? The Lord have mercy on them. 

They jeer me for my Apology to Sir Fob Harp, in caſe that Pags 16. 
I had not worded things in my Book ſo congruouſly as I might, that be 
would bear with me, they ſay, this is a Salve for all my diſftraied and 
incongruous works}. Anſw: Had I been one of theſe infallible 
DoRors, I need not to have apologized, but I pretend not to Lafal- 
 libility, eſpecially in words : I am not aſhamed to (peak in humi- 
lity of my ſelf, and of my own labours,and to think what I ſay, not 
to pretend only (as they ſuggeſt ) remembring what the great 
Apoſtle ſaid of himſelf, x Cor. 2. 3- I was with you in weakneſs, and 
in fear, and in much trembling, and that be with others of bis fellow 
Apoſtles and Labourers in the Miniſtry, did but know in part, and : 
propheſie in part. Eph 6. 19, 20, He was not too proud, to delire 
the Chriſtians prayers for a door of utterance, that he might open 
his meuth, and ſpeak the Myſtery of the Goſpel boldly, as he 
ought to ſpeak. 

But the People of Hartford are to perſwade me to be quiet among my 
neighbours, and the Qukers world bave them give me no more money 
for keeping Chriſt and them at a diſt ance.
